In a December 5, 1990 communique, the Canadian Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women has urged the federal government 
to take the necessary steps to eliminate violence against women. 
"The federal government must respect its Lake Louise commitment 
and dedicate the necessary funds to make Canada a violence-free 
society," stated Dr. Glenda Simms, CACSW, President. Signed on 
May 31, 1990 by federal, provincial and territorial ministers 
responsible for the status of women, the Lake Louise Declaration 
recognizes women’s right to live in a safe environment and it’s 
concern about the lack of services available.
